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STATE MEDICAL CONVENTION 
IN SESSION AT STATESVILLE. 
FIRST DAYS PROCEEDINGS. 


[BY OUR OWN REPORTER. |} 
STATESVILLE, May 20th, 1873. 

The Twentieth Annual Meeting of 
the State Medical Society of North Car- 
olina convened in the Court House in 
this city at 10 o'clock, A. M., and was 
called to order by the President, Dr. 
Marcellus Whitehead, of Salisbury. 

The Secretaries having announced 
that the Convention was ready to prv- 
ceed to business, the President appoint- 
ed the following Committee on Creden- 
tials: Drs. Kelly, Satchwell, Patter- 
son, Hall and Smith. 

Upon a call of the roll it was ascer- 
tained that sixty members were present, 
a much larger attendance on the first day 
that nas been known since the war. 

Dr. Satchwell, from the Executive 
Committee, submitted a report which 
was read, received and referred to a 
Committee of five who were instructed 
to report on the subject. 

The following were appointed as said 
Committee: Drs. Satchwell, Foote, 
Sharpe, Wood and O’Hagan. 

Dr. C. Tate Murphy offered the name 
of Dr. Francis T. Fuller, of Raleigh, as 
a member of this Society. Refer.ed to 
Committee on Credentials. 

On motion, the iollowing Committee 
on Nominations was appointed: Drs. 
Summerell, Ennet and Wood. 

The President appointed Drs. Hall, 
Gibson and Jones a Committee on 
Finance. 

The question in regard to the appoint- 
ment of a Committee on Obituaries 
elicited a considerable discussion, but 
was finally put to a vote and the ques- 
tion adopted. This Committee is to 
reside in Raleigh, and it shall be their 
duty to report the death of every mem- 
ber, making it also retrospective, so that 
the report of the present Committee 
shall include a list of the honored dead 
of the Society. 

The Committee on the Examination 
of Druggists were discharged from the 
further consideration of the subject. 

AFTERNOON SESSION, 

The Society was called to order at 3 
o'clock. Dr. Whitehead in the Chair. 

A letter from the Medical Society of 
Virginia was read, asking the appoint- 
ment of delegates to the meeting of that 
Society to be held in Norfolk, on the 
11th otf November next, 

The invitation was accepted, and the 
following delegates appointed : Drs. 
Thos. F. Wood, W. A. B. Norcom, 
James McKee, J. J. Summerell and G. 
A. Foote. 

On motion, the retiring President 
was added to the delegation. 

A resolution was introduced by Dr. 
Wood in regard to the delin zuent mem- 
bers. It provides for erasing from the 
rolisuch members as were dead, re- 
moved from the State, or refuse to com- 
ply with the requirements of the Soci- 
ety. 

Dee. Wood, Sharpe and Knight were 
appointed a Committe to report upon 
some action in regard to the resolutions 
for the consideration of the Society. 

Photographs representing the hip dis- 
ease, taken by Dr. Sears, of York, were 
presented by Dr. Norcom and exam- 
ined by many of the members. 

Oral communications being now in 
order, Dr. Summerell asked the opinion 
of the Society in regard to the use 
of chloral hydrate in the disease of 
lead colic, stating that his experience 
had been satisfactory. Similar experi- 
ence was expressed by different mem- 
bers. 

Dr. Lewis read an article on extraor- 
dinary fecundation of the womb, which 
was received and referred to the Com 
mittee on Publication. 

During a discussion between Doctors 
Norcom and Summerell,on hemorrhagic 
malarial fevers in the treatment of which 
& certain preparation of quinia and 
morpbia ;was required, quite a compli- 
ment was paid to Thomas K. Kluttz, of 
Salisbury, for hismanner of preparing 
quinine and solutions of morphia. 

During the oral reports, Dr. Sharpe 
mentioned a case of cancer in the stom- 
ach, when, in connection, it was related 
that a patient in Davie county, suffer- 
ing from this complaint, vomited a 
quantity of black buys as was revealed 
by a post mortem examination. The 
Society nut desirous of entering upon 
the question of entomology in detail, 
ridiculed the idea and, on motion, ad- 
journed.

Post OFFIcE Busrness.—It is said 
that, owing to the fact that there are 
still afew persons who do not under- 
stand how to transact post office busi- 
ness properly, the Department has issued 
a series of rules and regulations for the 
benefit of post office patrons : 


First.—Never put your letter to be 
mailed in the letter box. (The reason 
for this is that if you do not hand it to 
the Postmaster yourself he will have 
pothing to do, and you will encourage 
laziness.) 

Second.—When you hand it to him 
tell him “To be sure and have it go.”’ 
If he don’t seem to hear tell him again. 
(This is highly necessary, as, if you for- 
get it, he will likely keep it a long 
time.) 

Third—Never buy postage stamps. 
Hand your letter to the Postmaster and 
and ask him if he can changea five. If 
he can’t, tell him you'll hand it to bim, 
some other time. It will not be neces- 
sary, however, as three cents are noth— 
ing. 

cfourth—It is well to ask him how 
long he thinks ’twill be before you get 
an answer. (Of course he can’t tell ex- 
actly, but get his opinion.) 

Fifth—When the Postmaster hands 
out your mail don’t fail to ask him—*“is 
that all?” (Postmasters are apt to 
keep back part of each person’s mail, 
which, of course, they will not do if you 
ask them this question.) 

Sizth—If your paper or an expected 
letter does not come, ask the Postmas- 
ter—*What do you suppose is the rea- 
son” ana tell him it’s mighty curious. 
Teil him,you expected a letter some time 
ago, and it’s well to entertain him by 
telling him where from and what about, 
as it keeps him in good humor, espe- 
cially it he is particularly busy. 

Seventh—If you have a box, do not call 
out thenumber of it, or give your name, 
but drum on it with your fingers. (This 
shows people that you have a box, and 
also obliges the Postmaster to take a 
good look at you.) 

Kighth—If you get no mail, send 
your children to the office. Tell them 
to ask the Postmaster if he is sure there 
ain’t nothing ? 

These, and a tew other rules, will en- 
able people to get along with the Post- 
master very nicely, and ‘tis well to re 
member and follow them.

NortHaMpTon CourT, ETC.—The 
spring term of this Court convened on 
Tuesday, Judge Watts presiding. His 
Honor did not arrive until Tuesday 
morning, causing many a farmer to plod 


through the severe rain of Monday un- 
necessarily. Under an act of the last 
Legislature, placiag Northampton in the 
first Judicial District, this is the last 
term that Judge Watts will preside in 
Northampton county, and we heard 
but few regrets, expressed by the 
good people of that county, 2s the 
change to Judge Albertson is considered 
a happy one. His Honor’s charge to the 
Granu Jury was the same order as 
the one delivered at Halifax recently, 
especially so much of it as treated upon 
“Faith, Hope and Charity.” Should 
His Honor persevere in this line, he may 
at an early day be ready tu take orders 
in the Church, 

The dockets of the Court, both civil 
rand State, were heavy, including some 
two or more Capital offences. The at- 
tendance was large, considering the in- 
clement weather, and we had the plea- 
sure of meeting many ot the friends 
formed during our residence on the 
Roanoke. The farmers of that section 
are somewhat oppressed from the 
damages recently sustained by the 
heavy rain and freshets, and much fear 
is apprehended that the “risk-all” policy 
of the farmer this year upon the cotton 
crop will prove disastrous. Should a 
good crop of cotton be made, and fair 
prices be obtained, the farmers of North 
Carolina will come out with heads erect ; 
but, should either the erop be short, or 
the price low, we may expect a disaster 
more fatal than that of 67, 

We visited some of the farms in the 
vicinity of Jackson, and were pleased 
to see them, notwithstanding tbe season, 
looking well. The great want with 
the farmers of the Roanoke at present 
is efficient labor—the freshets have de- 
moralized much of the labor, and where 
the crops have been washed up, the 
planter, especially if working upon 
the share system, will find it difficult to 
get another crop in. 

The Court will be occupied during 
the two weeks ia clearing the dockets, 
even should the Judge think fit to con- 
tinue the term that long. He adjourned 
Halifax Court on Tuesday of the second 
week, without interfering with the civil 
docket more than calling it up. 

We have a number of amusing i1ci- 
dents gleaned during our visit, which 
we would like to relate, but have not 
the room at present. 

We are indebted to Mr. Robert 
Weaver, proprietor of the Jackson Hotel, 
for courtesies extended us, and were 
pleased to see him receiving such a lib- 
eral patronage.

Mr. Gorman moved to appoint a com- 
mittee of three to inquire into the prac- 
ticability of lighfing the city through 
some other source than the Raleigh Gas 
Ligat Company and report at the next 
meeting, 

The moticn was carried and Messrs. 
Gorman, Upchurch and Ellison were 
appointed as said committee. 

Mr. Upchurch gave notice that at the 
next regular meeting be would intro- 
duce a measure looking toward supply- 
ing the city with water. 

The Board adjourned to meet next 
Wednesday evening.

THE STRIKE STILL PROGREsSING—No 
CoNCILIATION AS YET BEMWEEN THE 
EMPLOYER AND EMPLOYEE.—Tbhere was 
no change yesterday in the appearance 


of the mechanics’ strike for the ten 
hour system which has been progress- 
ing in this city since Monday morning. 
In some of the shops work was Carried 
on without any change, the employees 
not baving come into. the wishes of the 
strikers,while upon many of the im prove- 
ments goirg on in the city work was en- 
tirely suspended. As is natural under 
the circumstances, the strike is the sub- 
ject of much comment throughout the 
city and various opinions are held as 
to the probable terminus of the strike. 

Agreeable to adjournment on Wed- 
nesday night, a meeting of the strikers 
was held in Metropolitan Hali last night 
tor the purpose of hearing the report of 
the committee appointed to wa't upon 
the contractors. The attendance was 
somewhat larger than the night pre- 
vious. In the absence of the Secretary, 
Mr. W. R. Richardson was called upon 
to act assuch. Mr.,R. stated that in 
accepting the office he did so thorough- 
ly uncommitted as to the movement on 
foot, although he was beartily in sympa- 
thy with everything that tended to pro- 
mote the welfare of the mechanics of 
this city and of the State. 3 

Pending the report of the committee, 
Mr. Keith responded to calls, and stated 
that he was not yet in sympathy with 
this movement—he did not believe it 
the right ,way to accomplish the end 
desired. 

The committee here entered and re- 
ported the resuit of their conference 
with the contractors, to the effect that 
the said contractors did not yet feel 
themselves called upon to consider the 
question of ten hours, inasmuch as the 
majority of their employees had sot sig- 
nified any dissatistaction with the 
ent system of labor—that when this was 
done they would then be willing to 
consider what was best to be done. 

This report created much debate, it 

being deemed indefinite. During which 
James H. Harris saw fit to“go for” those 
who did not sympathize with the move- 
ment. . 

On motion, it was ordered that the 
Chairman appoint a committee of 
twelve to again confer with the em- 
ployers. 

Just here it was semi-officially stated 
that the contractors had een notified 
during the afternoon by their employ~ 
ee3 that they would connect themselves 
with this movement, and that the con 
tractors would meet this evening to con- 
sider the question. 

The meeting adjourned to meet 
again to-night.

To-day’s dispatches do not give any 
particulars of the so-called victory, but 
instead = repoit hostile demonstra- 
tions by the Pieuts and Pitts River Ip- 
dians, who, it is said, will re-enforce the 
Modocs. 

However that may be, it is evi- 
dent that General Jack has not yet 
reached the end of his military career, 
and with his forty warriors he is giving 
the United States forces an interesting 
and lively race. 


RETALIATION. 

The butchery by Don Alphonso, of 
some of Sunabuja garrison, after they 
had surrendered, has caused intense ex- 
citement among the Republicans 
throughout Spain, and a cry for retalia- 
tion has been raised. 

Our Barcelona dispatches to day, 
state that the militia demanded the 
bodies of the Carlist prisoners, which 
the Spanish authorities refused. 

The treacherous conduct of Don 
Alphonso has caused deep indignation 
everywhere and will seriously damage 
his cause in Spain. 


IS HENRY BERRY LOWREY 
CAPT. JACK ? 

We have often expressed the opinion 
that no satisfactory account has ever 
been given ot Henry Berry Lowrey’s 
death.

You 
all know that tbe desire for revenge 1s 
innate in the Indian—it is a part of his 
very being, and nothiug short of death 
will deter him from accomplishing his 
object, particularly if that object is re- 
venge. You will remember that about 
a year ago there were two reports 
in circulation that Henry Berry 
Lowrey was dead—one was that 
he was killed by the accidental 
discharge of one barrel of his gun while 
attempting to draw the load; the other 
report was that he was killed by his 
brother Stephen while they were quar- 
reling about the unequal division of the 
spoils they had taken. There were 
many who were slow to credit either of 
the rumors; but as nothing was seen or 
heard of Henry Berry for a great while, 
all were at last forced to believe that he 
was dead, and rejoiced to think that 
the bandit chief was no more. Ah! it 
wasa cunning Indian ruse, and it 
served his purpose well, viz: to cover 
his retreat to the far North West.

A coach 
‘containing the wite and children of 
Nixon followed, and the remaining por- 
tion of the funeral procession consisted 
of eighteen coaches and wagons.

For the Raleigh News. 
The Homestead. 


The Raleigh News publishes an ar- 
ticle from the Richmond Dispatch, tak- 
ing issue with the views advanced by 
this writer and Judge Rives, in their 
construction of the Actof March 3, 
1873, amendatory of the General Bank- 
rupt Law. The Dispatch quotes the 
Supreme Court of the United States, as 
follows: ‘ Congress cannot, by authori- 
zation or ratification, give the slightest 
effect to a State law or constitution in 
conflict with the Constitution of the 
United States.” 

This is all true. Congress cannot give 
effect to it as a State, but may do so as 
a Federal law in many cases. This, it 
is believed, no one can be found to deny, 
alter giving the subject a moment’s re- 
flection. For instance, no State can 
pass a retrospective bankrupt law, but 
the power of Congress to pass such a 
law 1s admitted. ‘This is settled consti- 
tutional law, and has been ever since 
the opinion in the celebrated leading 
case of Sturgis vs. Crowningsbield was 
promulgated. If a State enact such a 
law, the retroactive feature of it is void, 
but if Congress enact the very identical 
law, verbut.m et literatim, it is vil.d 
and constitutional. So, too, if Congres 
had borrowed and enacted the bank- 
rupt law of England, it would have 
been constitutional and valid law in 
this country. 

But the Dispatch denies that Congress, 
in the Act of March 3, 1873, did more 
than attempt, “by authorization and 
ratification,” to give effect to the State 
exemption laws as State laws. Let us 
see whether Conzress enacted any law 
of its own in the passage of said Act or 
not. It enacts that the exemptions in 
each State shall be the “amount” allowed 
by the Constitution and laws of each 
State, as existing in the year 1871— 
meaning the amount designated or fixed 
by such State law—nothing more nor 
nothing less. It simply adopts the ex- 
emptions in each State as the measure of 
its own exemptions, without adopting 
the State homestead laws. This is ob- 
vious from the following enactment: 
‘‘And it is hereby ENACTED that such 
exemptions shall be valid against debts 
contracted before the adoption and pas- 
sage of such State Constitution and 
laws, as well as those contracted afters 
wards,” &ce. 

Now, they were not so yalid under the 
State laws, and Congress could not, 


by “authorization” of them = as 
State laws make them so. In this, the 
Dispatch is undoubtedly right. But, 


that is not what Congress did, or at- 
tempted to do in the Act of March 3rd, 
1873. That body,in which, there is 
some sound and able Constitutional 
lawyers, especially in the Senate, simply 
enacted that such exemptions should be 
“valid” against all classes of debts under 
the bankrupt law—a !aw of Congress, 
which none can doubt its power to pass. 
A careful study and analysis of the Act, 
will, it seems to us, convince every sound 
legal mind that thisisso. If this be 
the only ground on which the validity 
of the homestead against old debts, 
under the bankrupt law can be attacked, 
then we have no doubt it is perfectly 
Secure.
